suggestions from all persons likely to be affected 
thereby within sixty days from the date on which 
copies of the Gazette containing the said notification 
were made available to the public ; 

And whereas the said Gas&tte was made availa¬ 
ble to the public on the 22nd July, 1995. 

And whereas the objections and suggestions recei¬ 
ved have been duly considered by the Central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 38 of the Ancient Monuments and 
Archaeological Sites and Remains Act, 1958 (24 of 
1958), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Ancient Monu¬

G.S.R. 309,—Whereas the Central Government in exercise 
of powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce 
(Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) and in super- 
session of the Besan (Gram Floor) Grading and Marking 
Rules, 1975, published the draft rules of the Besan (Gram 
Flour) Grading and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1994 vide 
notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Rural Areas t.nd Employment No. G.S.R. 402 dated the 4th 
August, 1995 in the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, sub¬ 
section (i) at pages 1885 to 1891 for inviting objections and 
suggestions from persons likely to be affected thereby, before 
the expiry of forty five days from the date on which copies 
of Gazette containing the said notification were made avail¬ 
able to the public; 

And whereas copies of thp Gazet'e in which the raid noti¬ 
fication was published, were made available to the public on, 
the 20th September, 1995 ; 

And whereas the objections/suggestions received in respect 
of the said draft rules within the specified period have teen 
considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules, namely:— 

RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Besan (Gram Flour) 
Grading and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1994. 

2. In the Besan (Gram Four) Grading and Marking Rules, 
1975 (hereinafter referred as the said rules) in rule 1, in 
sub-rule 2, for the word “prepared”, the word “produced” 
shall be substituted. 

3. In rule 2 ot the said rules,- 

(i) for clause (b), the following clause shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely :—• i 

(b) ‘authorised packer’ means a person or a body of 
persons who has been granted a certificate of 


authorisation to grade and mark the commodity 
in accordance with the provisions of these rides; 

(ii) after clause (b) so substituted, the following clause 
shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(ba) ‘certificate of authorisation’ means a certificate 
issued under the General Grading and Marking 
Rules. 1988.” 

4. For rule 3 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

"3. Grade designation—Grade designation to indicate 
quality of besan shall be as specified in column 1 
of the Schedule 1.” 

5. For rule 4 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted namely:— 

*‘4. Definition of quality The quality indicated by the 
grade designation shall be as specified against such 
designation in columns 2 to 8 of the Schedule 1." 

6. For rule 5 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted! namely:— 

“5. Grade designation mark—the grade designation mark 
shall consist of— 

(1) label specifying name of the commodity, grade 

designation and bearing a design consisting of an 
outline map of India with the word “AGMARK” 
and the figure of rising sun resembling the one as 
set out in the Schedule-II, or 

(2) Agraark replica consisting of design with incorpora¬ 

tion of the number of certificate of authorisation, 
the word “AGMARK” name of the commodity.’ 
(trade designation resembling the one as specified 
in Schedule-II-A ; 


Provided that use of Agmark replica in lieu of Agmark 
labels may be allowed only to such authorised 
packer who has obtained the rvritten permission 
of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
duly authorised by tho Central Government in 
this regard. 
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7. For rule 6 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely ;— 

‘‘6. Method of packing (1) only sound, clean and diy 
containers made of jute or cloth or paper and lined 
with polythene (200 gauge) or any such other mate¬ 
rial as may be approved by the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Adviser or an officer duly authorised by him in 
this behalf, shall be used for packing. 

(2) The container shall be free from any insect infesta¬ 

tion, fungus contamination or any obnoxious and 
undesirable smell; 

(3) The container shall not be composed, whether wholly 

or in par.t, with any poisonous or deleterious subs¬ 
tance, which renders the contents injuries to 
health. 

(4) Each coutianer shall be securely closed and sealed In 

the manner as may be prescribed by the Agricultural 
Marketing Adviser through instructions. 

(5) The Basan shall be packed in net weight of 100 gms., 

200 gms., 500 gms., I kg. and 2 kgs. and 5 kgs. 
and multiples thereof. 

(6) Each container shall contain Besan of same grade 

designation only. 

8. Fur rule 7 of the said rules, the following rule shall be 
substituted', namely:— 

“7, Method of marking:—(I) A label of grade designa¬ 
tion mark shall be affixed to the container in such 


manner that it is rendered unusable once the con¬ 
tainer is opened or a replica with grade designation 
mark shall be printed on the container with u serial 
number allotted by the Agricultural Marketing Advi¬ 
ser or any other officer duly authorised by him 
in this behalf. 

(2) In addition to the grade designation mark the follow¬ 
ing particular shall also bo clearly and indelibly 
maiked on each container, namely:— 

(a) Name and address of the packer. 

(bl Place of packing. 

(c) Date of packing' 1 , month and year. 

(d) Lot/Batch No. / 

(e) Net weight. 

(f) Date of expiry’ 1 ', month and' year.

9. "In rule 8 of the said rules, for the words and figures, 
rule 4 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1937”, 
the words, figures and brackets "sub-rule (8) of rule 3 of 
the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988” shall be 
substituted.
